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REMARKS 

Claims 1-15, 19-24, 28-44, and 55-62 were previously canceled without 
prejudice. Claims 51, 52, and 53 are currently canceled without prejudice. Claim 
50 was previously presented. Claims 16, 26, 27, 45-47, 49, 54, and 63-67 are 
currently amended. Claims 17-18, 25, and 48 are original. Claims 16-18, 25-27, 
45-50, 54, 63-67 are pending for consideration. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S103(a) 

Claims 16-18, 25-27, 45-50, 52-54, and 63-67 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,659,596 to Dunn in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 5,404,376 to Dent.
